To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
Mr  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough 
during  1962. 

The  total  increase  in  population  of  the  Borough,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  was  680  about  half  of  which  was  the  natural  increase  and  the  remainder  by  immigra¬ 
tion  into  the  Borough.  The  birth  rate  was  still  above  the  average  for  the  whole 
country,  while  the  death  rate  was  just  below  the  national  figure.  Heart  disease  remains 

as  the  highest  single  cause  of  death,  but  the  proportion  of  deaths  du9  to  cancer  is 
rising.  This  is  undoubtedly  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  more  people  are  living  to  the 
ages  at  which  this  disease  occurs,  but  it  is  also  noted  that  lung  cancer  in  men,  and 
cancers  of  the  breast  and  womb  in  women  have  been  responsible  for  several  deaths  among  the 
younger  age  groups.  Lung  cancer  is  almost  entirely  a  disease  of  heavy  smokers,  and  should 
be  preventable.  Both  breast  and  womb  cancers  can  be  treated  successfully  if  diagnosed  early 
enough,  and  the  provision  for  fhl s  is  being  actively  considered  along  with  the  specialist 
services  which  are  necessary  to  implement  the  scheme. 

In  that  section  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  saai rarv  circumstances  of  the  Borough, 
written  by  your  Chief  Public  Health  inspector,  Mr  Foster,  the  progress  made  with  slum  clearance 
is  detailed.  The  Corporation  are  making  good  progress  with  the  rehousing  of  the  residents 
in  modem  conditions,  and  private  housing  development  is  also  Increasing  in  the  town. 

In  the  Appendix  to  the  report  I  have  listed  th?  work  done  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Health  Services  in  the  Divisional  area,  and  !  would  drat-;  attention  to  a  new  service  provided 
within  the  Borough.  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  have  bee;-:  established  In  Tyersal  and  Thombury 
by  the  use  of  the  mobile  clinic  trailer  which  visits  these  arsiis  fortnightly.  At  Tyersal  the 
Community  Centre  is  used  as  a  base  for  the  clinic,  while  at  Thombury  a  room  at  the  Barracks 
provides  waiting  accommodation  for  the  mothers  and  children.  There  is  no  doubt  that  these 
services  are  well  appreciated  and  In  due  course  they  will  be  improved  by  the  provision  of  new 
clinic  premises. 

In  closing  this  introductory  letter,  l  must  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  unceasing  work  to  maintain  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  Borough  at  a  high  level,  and  ©specially  to  Mr  Foster  who  has  beer,  so  helpful  to  me  at 
all  times.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  other  officers  of  the  Corporation  who  have 
helped  me  from  time  to  time.  Finally  Mr  ChaiimaB  I  would  thank  you  and  the  members  of  the 
Committee  for  your  great  Interest  and  concern  ira  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  resi¬ 
dents  of  Pudsey,  and  for  your  help  and  forbearance  durisig  the  year.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

There  were  718  children  (368  males  and  350  females)  born  alive  to  mothers 
normally  resident  in  the  Borough  durirg  the  year  coapa  ei  with  731  in  1962.  This  is 
eaui valent  to  a  live  birth  rate  of  9.6  per  thousand  of  the  pppulation  which  suggests  a 
levelling  out  of  the  rise  in  the  rate  which  has  oee-i  occurring  of  recent  years  and  a  check 
to  the  "bulge*  which  has  been  noted.  However  this  rate  is  still  vslT  above  the  national 
figure  of  17.2,  and  the  rate  for  the  West  Riding  of  18.3.  Last  year  I  commented  on  the  low 
rate  of  illegitimacy  in  the  Borough,  out  this  year  it  has  risen  from  3.15?  of  all  live  birfhs 
to  5.57?  represented  by  40  illegitimate  (22  rale  and  18  vena's).  This  is  still  below  the 
figure  for  Engl abd  and  Wars  of  6.6?. 

In  addition  to  the  7  3  live  b‘:*vis  there  were  17  stillbirths’ (11  male  and  6  female) 
all  of  which  were  legitimate.  This  s  virtual];  'e  sme  ss  ast  year  and  represents  a 
stillbirth  rate  of  23.1  per  thousand  total  berths.  The  national  stillbirth  rate  was  17.3 
so  we  still  have  some  way  to  get  down  to  this  figure. 


384  residents  (218  aale  and  166  vasal es)  died  during  the  yaar,  three  less  than 
during  1962.  With  tne  increased  population  this  gives  a  death  rats  of  10.5  per  thousand  of 
the  population  as  compared  with  10.  5  in  the  previous  year,  and  continues  the  downward  trend 
noted  in  recent  years.  ;  have  prepared  a  table  shov'»g  the  cause*  of  death  by  aQe  and  sex  fro* 
which  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  10  wno  died  between  the  end  of  their  first  week  of  life  and 
their  44th  birthday  8  were  the  Victims  of  £ccidai.t$.  Once  again  heart  diseases  were  the  major 
cause  of  death  accounting  for  two  ou„  of  every  rive  deaths  ana  a.jiosf  half  of  the  female  deaths. 
Cancer  was  the  second  most  common  cause  being  responsible  for  74  deaths.  The  individual  type 
of  cancer  responsible  for  most  deaths  in  this  group  was  lung  cancer  which  caused  the  deaths  of 
14  men,  half  of  who*  died  before  they  reached  the  no  ma  !y  accepted  retiring  age.  vhia  together 
with  the  other  chronic  lung  disease  -  bronchitis  accounted  for  the  deatns  of  more  than  one  in 
every  nine  male  deaths  but  only  one  in  fori'/  vernal®  deaths.  The  actual  figures  are  25  male 
deaths  and  4  female,  which  is  a  greater  sax  diffarence  than  from  any  other  group  of  diseases 
affecting  both  sexes.  Thera  can  be  no  doubt  that  ordi.iary  environmental  causes  do  not  product 
the  difference  and  that  the  smoking  habits  of  men  account  for  it  in  very  large  measure. 
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Ten  infants  (8  boys  and  2  girls)  died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday,  only  half 
the  number  of  infant  deaths  in  1962  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  13,9  per  thousand  live 
births  compares  very  favourably  with  the  national  rate  of  20,9  and  ever,  more  favourable  with 
that  of  the  West  Riding  which  was  23,0,  Six  of  these  infants  died  during  their  first  day 
and  another  on  the  second  day  from  conditions  which  in  our  present  state  of  knowledge  were 
unavoidable. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  due  to  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion,  during  the  year.

INFECT I OPS  DISEASES 


I  reported  in  last  year's  report  that  an  outbreak  of  measles  had  started  in 
November,  1962,  and  was  increasing  as  this  year  started.  In  fact  it  continued  to  the  end 

of  March,  by  which  time  there  had  been  a  further  417  cases.  Altogether  518  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Measles 


As  stated  above  there  was  quite  a  considerable  outbreak  of  measles  which  started 
in  1962,  the  total  number  of  cases  over  eighteeen  or  nineteen  weeks  being  640.  Sporadic 
cases  continued  to  occur  throughout  the  year.  In  the  first  case  the  brunt  of  the  outbreak 
fell  on  those  who  had  recently  started  school,  but  later  it  affected  the  pre-school  children 
in  the  infected  households.  There  were  a  few  cases  severe  enough  to  require  hospital  care, 
but  the  vast  majority  of  cases  were  of  only  moderate  or  slight  severity. 


Whooping  cough 

25  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  only  3  cases 
in  the  previous  year.  There  is  a  very  effective  vaccine  provided  for  children  against 
whooping  cough,  but  the  very  low  incidence  in  recent  years  has  led  parents  to  neglect  this 
important  protection. 

Scarlet  fever 

Only  8  sporadic  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year.  Treatment  with 
bactericidal  drugs  and  antibiotics  are  so  effective  that  this  condition  can  be  rapidly  con¬ 
trolled  before  infection  spreads  to  other  children.

So  effective  has  immuiilgation  against  diphtheria  proved  that  we  have  been  free  from 
this  disease  since  1947.  So  long  as  the  proportion  of  cnildre.j  protected  remains  high  we  should 
continue  to  enjoy  this  freedom,  but  there  is  a  risk  that  we  may  forget  risks  of  a  disease  which 
has  not  been  seen  in  ine  area  for  nearly  a  generation. 


Alimentary  infections 

13  cases  of  food  poisoning  ano  2  of  dysentery  occurred  during  the  year.  These  included 
three  family  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  and  three  cases  occurring  in  one  household  at  quite 
separate  times.  !n  only  one  case  was  the  causal  organism  identified.  The  two  dysentery  cases 
were  quite  separate,  and  it  was  suspected  that  both  were  infected  at  work  outside  the  Borough, 

Tuberculosis 

15  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1  non- respiratory  case  were  notified  during 
the  year,  compared  with  7  cases  in  1962.  The  number  of  eases  on  the  register  fell  from  149 
pulmonary  and  39  non-pulmonary. in  January  to  145  pulmonary  and  38  nos-pulmonary  is  December.

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  to  the  Borough  Council  on 
the  work  of  mv  Department.  This  covers  the  year  1963. 

I  would  primarily  express  ay  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee  for  the 
great  interest  they  have  evinced  in  the  environment  hygiene  services  and  for  the  support  and  help 
they  hava  accorded  me. 


The  year,  on  the  whole,  has  proved  uneventful.  The  work  of  the  department  has  proceeded 
smoothly  and  1  am  more  than  satisfied  that  the  public  health  work  carried  out  in  the  borough  is 
reaping  a  rich  reward  by  the  state  of  the  genera!  healyh  of  its  inhabitants. 


Progress  in  public  health  measures  and  admini strati on  is,  to  a  large  estert,  dictated  by 
public  opinion.  !»?  these  days  of  enlightenment  the  genera!  public  are  becoming  more  and  more  conscious 

of  the  values  of  hygiene  in  the  home,  in  the  place  of  work  and  in  the  place  of  recreation  and  it  is 
gratifying  and  rewarding  to  the  officer  who  is  engaged  in  the  interesting  work  of  environmental  hygiene. 


!;i  accordance  w'th  the  usjal  pattern  of  these  post-war  days  masses  of  new  public  health  legis¬ 
lation  flowed  into  the  department.  All  hao  to  be  digested  and  put  into  effect.  !n  this  connection 
perhaps  the  most  important  piece  of  lagis’.ctioa  which  was  approved  by  Parliament  whs  the  Offices,  Shops 
ar.d  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.  This  Act  has  far  reaching  effects  isasauch  as  it  brings  within  the 
scope  of  local  authority  inspection  all  off less  and  other  premises  which  previously  were  rot  controlled 
by  legislation.  This  Act  requires  the  registration  of  premises  a»d  in  the  regulations  made  under  the 
Act  the  local  authority  must  ensure  aJetusta  provision  and  facilities  re;  regard  to  Heaas  of  Escape  in 
Case  of  Firs,  lighting,  ventilation,  hsatissfi,  c  earl i ness,  facilities  for  obtaining  meals,  sanitary 
accommodation  etc.  This  Act  will  put  a  savers  stralr.  or.  the  i  rep  acto  rial  services  or  the  department 
when  all  the  sections  come  into  operation  and  1  would  advise  the  Council  to  consider  the  appointment  of 
additional  staff  1:..  order  to  ensure  that  the  public  health  adanaistreciea  of  tie  borough  is  ratal nad  at 
its  present  high  level. 

As  rifar/ed  to  ia  previous  Annual  Reports  the  question  o*  Noise  is  becoming  more  and  more  a 
public  health  problem.  la  those  days  of  meuhaalsatioa  s;ad  an  affluent  socle ly  the  general  public  are 
demanding  more  comfort  than  aver  in  their  environment.  Noise  of  a 7;  types  is,  without  doubt,  on  the 
increase  and  the  definition  of  what  can  be  considered  a  nuisance  or  prejudicial  to  public  health  is  a 
most  difficult  decision  to  make.  Therefore  !  consider  the  powers  available  undar  the  Noise  Abatement 
Act  1960  to  have  a  very  limited  application.  All  complaints  of  Noise  have  bee 3  investigated  by  the 
department  but  it  has  been  found  in  practice  that  tne  best  solutions  have  been  obtained  by  informal 
negotiations  with  the  parties  concerned.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  satisfaction  in  bringing  two  opposite 
views  together  and  for  an  understanding  to  be  reached  on  each  other's  points  of  view. 

Further  Information  is  shown  later  in  the  report  sjsjder  the  heading  of  Clear  Air,  but  I  would 
emphasize  the  difficulties  the  Borough  Council  has  had  to  face  in  the  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act  regarding  domestic  premises.  The  Borough  Council  prepared  a  phased  programme  for  the  prevision  of 
Smoke  Control  Areas  in  the  borough  bet  unfortunately  little  progress  can  be  made  because  of  the  difficult¬ 
ies  which  were  encountered.  The  Yorkshire  Electricity  Board  were  still  usable  to  give  any  guarantee 
that  adequate  supplies  of  electricity  would  be  available  in  any  declared  Smoke  Control  Areas.  Further¬ 
more  towards  tne  end  of  the  year  it  was  obvious  that  problems  were  go! s^g  to  arise  i:i  regard  to  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  soft  or  gas  coke  for  such  Smoke  Comrlro*  Areas.  Dua  to  changes  In  the  policy  of  the  Gas  Boards 
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many  local  authorities  In  other  Darts  of  the  country  Mere  having  to  consider  tne  provision  of  sxuuwble 
stoves  and  other  alternative  forms  of  heating  as  against  the  provision  of  open  type  of  SHokal&gs  grata. 
The  change  of  policy  of  this  k*nd  could  affect  the  financial  estimates  prepared  Dy  the  departiart  very 
greatly,  in  fact  it  can  be  said  that  the  cost  of  converging  an  area  to  a  Smoke  Control  Area  undsr  thes® 
ci rcumstances  could  involve  a  local  authority  in  excess  of  tires  the  origiinal  estimates  provided 
when  adequate  supplies  of  soft  coke  were  available.  The  Council,  quite  rightly  in  my  opirion,  deferred 
action  until  the  position  had  become  much  clearer. 

Hiss  M.V.  Hodgson  retired  from  her  position  as  c  erk  in  my  department  on  30tn  April  after 
several  year's  conscientious  service.  She  was  replaced  by  Mrs  J.R.  Harris. 

Hr  H.H.  Battye,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  was  successful  in  obtaining  the  Diploma 
in  Smoke  Inspection  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health. 

Hr  G.  Padgett,  pupil,  commenced  his  fourth  and  final  year  in  his  studies  for  the  Diploma 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Examination  Board  and  Hr  A.  Thorapsoii  passed  the  intermediate  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  same  Board  and  commenced  his  third  year  studies.  Both  pupi  "s  a:r>e  attending  the  Bradford 
College  of  Technology. 

I  would  once  again  refer  to  the  unsatisfactory  office  accommodation  for  the  department  in 
Hanor  House  Street.  The  layout  is  quite  unsuitable  for  efficient  administration,  and  the  offices  are 
overcrowded,  and  I  would  urge  the  Council  to  consider  the  provision  of  alternative  accommodation  at 
the  earliest  possible  opportunity. 

Together  with  tha  Chairman,  Councillor  G.  Dunkerley,  i  had  the  p  eastire  of  attending,  on  your 
behalf,  the  Annual  Conference  of  t.it  Public  Health  Inspectors  Association  at  Eastbourne  in  September. 

!  have  al wady  submitted  a  full  report  or  the  proceedings  at  this  Important  Conference  but  I  would  like 
to  thank  the  Committee  for  allowing  me  to  De  presani:  on  this  occasion. 

My  staff  has  done  all  that  ras  sdkad  of  ties,  and  snore,  and  !  am  grateful  to  tns*  for  tna  help 
they  have  given  «*  and  for  their  labours  in  the  Interests  of  public  health. 

S  would  like  to  tnank  Dr  Bum,  Medical  Off i car  of  Health,  and  othsp  officers  of  the  Corporation 
for  their  unfai  1«g  courtesy  and  co-operatio.i.

The  total  number  of  dwalllnghouses  in  these  areas  was  78. 

Once  again  I  have  to  report  the  great  difficulties  experienced  Incurred  in  securing 
the  demolition  and  site  clearance  of  unfit  dwell! nghouses.  Own* re,  acting  in  good  faith, 
place  the  responsibility  for  this  work  on  demolition  contractors,  who,  in  many  cases, tout 
for  the  work.  Many  of  the  contractors  gut  the  houses  and  obtain  the  more  valuable  materials 
therefrom  and  then  leave  the  property  in  a  dangerous  and  derelict  state  for  a  long  period. 

Every  effort  is  made  by  the  department  to  make  both  owner  and  contractor  respond  to  his  or 
her  obligations  but  progress  in  securing  site  clearance  has  remained  a  slow  and  df  ’cult 
process. 

i  have  recommended  the  Council  la  the  pas4  to  secure  all  areas  of  this  kind  by  compulsory 
purchase  so  that  the  Council  themselves  sen  demolish  and  secure  the  site  clearance  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

As  you  will  be  aware  all  tenants  displaced  by  slum  clearance  are  offered  alternative 
accommodation  by  the  Corporation.  Unfortunately  tenants  are  becoming  very  ’choosey1  and 
again  difficulties  were  experiencud  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of  certain  Clearance  Areas 
by  the  refusal  of  tenants  to  accept  accommodation  offered  by  tne  Council  for  people  so 
displaced.  The  Corporation  decided  to  use  thsir  powers  to  obtain  Court  Orders  for  the 
eviction  of  such  tenants  who  consistently  refused  alternative  accommodation. 

In  accordance  with  suggestions  made  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
the  Council  decided  to  explore  the  possibility  of  the  improvement  of  certain  houses  by  means 
of  Improvement  Grants.  Dwellinqhouses  which  are  substantially  sound  but  are  without 
modern  amenities,  and  can  be  expected  to  have  a  life  of  at  least  15  years,  should  amenities 
be  provided,  were  the  types  of  properties  investigated  by  the  department,  tn  my  opinion 
there  are  many  such  houses  in  the  borough  and  as  a  result  of  my  recommendation  to  the  Committee 
it  was  decided  to  proceed  with  the  inspection  of  such  properties  and  a  full  report  was  sub¬ 
mitted  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  Housing  Comm' ttee  co-operated  by  agreeing  to  offer  loans  to  meet  the  extra  costs 
over  and  above  the  Improvement  Grants  which  the  owners  were  entitled  to  in  this  connection. 

This  type  of  property  is  usually  tenanted  and  the  present  system  of  offering  improvement 
Grants  has  not  provad  very  popular  to  owners  of  tenanted  houses.  In  the  event  of  the  owner 
refusing  to  co-operate  to  repair  and  improve  his  property  the  Corporation  can  acquire  the 
properties  by  compulsory  purchase  and  do  the  work  themselves. 

It  was  decided  to  acquire  properties  in  Poplar  Square  and  Prospect  Square,  Faraley, 
with  a  view  to  extending  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  dwellings  for  elderly  people  which 
is  already  in  being  in  part  of  Poplar  Square.  it  was  considered  that  these  properties  could 
be  well  adapted  by  repair  and  provision  of  basic  amenities  for  this  purpose. 

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  WORK 

The  Committee  was  seriously  concerned  during  the  year  with  the  condition  of  the 
allotment  site  at  Tyersal  and  known  as  "Whinnsy  Hill*.  This  area,  completely  surrounded 
by  railway  cuttings,  is  filled  with  a  variety  of  tumble-down  shacks,  outbuildings, etc.  It 
is  used  for  pig-keeping,  for  scrap  yards  and  for  garaginq  of  private  cars.  The  area  pre¬ 
sents  a  major  problem  to  a  local  authority,  particularly  as  it  is  so  prone  to  nuisances 
arising  from  defective  and  unsatisfactory  drainage  ana  the  possibilities  of  rat  infestation. 

Every  effort  was  made  during  the  y yd?  to  secure  a  satisfactory  solution  to  this  problem.  As 
housing  development  is  creeping  nearer  to  this  a.^ea  ths  possibility  of  danger  to  public  health 
Increases  and  there  is  little  doubt  teat  a  major  effort  will  have  to  be  made  to  secure  the 
complete  clearance  of  this  site. 

As  reported  previously  complaints  of  noisa  vers  on  the  Increase.  A  petition  from  house¬ 
holders  in  the  Sunnybank  area  was  received  ic.  aspect  of  tne  premises  occupied  by  the  West 
Riding  Sheet  Metal  Company  in  Bradto.-d  Roto,  .  horabury.  The  Committee  met  the  petitioners 
and  also  representatives  of  the  fir*  at  a  jolt  meeting  whma  !  believa  this  meeting  proved  inval¬ 
uable  in  securing  a;-:  understanding  of  the  problem*  of  each  side  and  the  possibility  of  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  solution  to  the  problei. 

Proceedings  were  commerced  in  the  local  court  against  tne  owner  of  an  area  in  Throstle 
Nest,  Stanningley,  in  respect  of  tne  pollution  and  obstruction  of  Bagley  Beck.  A  Nuisance  Order 
was  made  by  the  magistrates  and  steps  ware  taken  durirq  the  yesr  to  implement  that  Order. 

A  full  report  was  submitted  to  the  Comarttoe  *?.  connection  with  the  emptying  and  cleansing 
of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  in  the  Borough.  As  s  of  a  joist  meeting  with  the  Baths, 

Library  and  Sewage  Committee  the  Co-incll  agreed  to  carry  out  a  free  annual  service  for  the 
emptying  of  cesspools  and  for  the  cleansing  of  s«ptic  tanks  in  the  Borouqh. 

An  application  for  a  Licence  for  a  Caravan  Site  in  the  Borough  was  considered  by  the 
Council  and  was  refused.  !e  my  opinion  this  was  a  correct  decision  as  I  am  satisfied  that  there 
is  no  real  oeed  for  the  use  of  caravan  as  perjdfies.i  homes  la  this  district.  Caravans  are, 
without  question,  substandard  for  inis  purpose  and  their  occupation  by  a  family  witn  the  limited 
accommodation  available  makes  for  domestic  discord, 

la  order  to  overcome  the  Irdlisdainating  lieef.aiftQ  of  caravan  sites  many  local  authorities 
who  have  a  housing  problem  have  provided  suitable  sites  with  hard  standings  for  vans,  proper- 
approach  roads  and  sufficient  sanitary  and  ablution  fad*  ies,  und^r  the  toll  control  and  super¬ 
vision  of  that  local  authority.

As  a  result  of  the  report  by  the  Sewage  Works  Manager,  the  Baths,  Library  and  Steerage 
Committee  decided  to  restrict  the  entry  of  farm  and  piggery  drainage  into  the  public  severs. 

This  decision  conflicts  with  the  policy  of  the  Health  Committee  who  nave,  for  years,  been  pressing 
for  the  connection  of  all  such  drainage  at  the  public  gayer  where  such  fewer  was  available. 

Many  of  these  premises  are  surrounded  by  domestic  buildings  and  the  Council  were  advised  both  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself  of  the  possible  menace  to  public  health  by  this  decision. 

During  routine  sampling  of  the  water  supply  to  the  district  it  was  found  that  several 
samples  taken  in  the  Fulneck  area  were  bacterf ©logically  unsatisfactory.  A  full  investigation  has 
shown  that  these  properties  were  supplied  by  a  low  level  main  from  Owlcotes  Reservoir.  An 
inspection  of  this  reservoir  showed  that  many  matters  required  attention  and  that  the  water  supply 
received  at  this  reservoir  from  the  Chellow  Heights  Reservoir  at  Bradford  Corporation  was  prone 
to  pollution.  The  necessary  works  were  put  in  hand  immediately  by  Bradford  Corporation  and 

further  sampling  showed  that  the  water  supply  to  the  district  was  satisfactory, 

I 

Amongst  other  matters  dealt  with  by  the  department  two  a^e  of  special  note: 

Complaints  were  made  in  respect  of  the  pollution  and  discolouration  of  Fulneck  beck 
which  was  found  to  be  due  to  a  choked  sewer  in  the  Bradford  area  and  which  was  overflowing  into 
a  storm  water  overflow.  This  was  rectified  by  Bradford  Corporation. 

A  serious  complaint  regarding  the  discharge  of  noxious  vapours  into  the  atmosphere  was 
received  in  respect  of  a  firm  in  the  Stanningley  area.  Statutory  notices  ware  serwd  to  require 
the  abatement  of  this  nuisance  and  although  the  firm  was  put  to  considerable  expense  to  deal  with 
this  problem  the  matter  was  eventual" y  resolved. 

The  department  continued  to  give  a  free  service  to  the  general  public  in  connection  with 
the  eradication  of  domestic  oests,  including  rats  and  rules. 

The  Deputy  General  Foreman  is  well  trained  In  the  practical  work  connected  with  these 
problems  and  all  the  necessary  remedial  works  have  been  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 

Public  Health  Inspectors, 

A  remarkable  feature  worth  noting  is  the  complete  absence  of  dwelling-houses  affected  by 
bed  bugs.  This  was  a  relatively  common  feature  some  25  years  age,  but  it  would  appear  that  to-day 
with  all  the  modern  aids  to  domestic  cleaning  the  variety  of  Insecticides  available  and  the  general 
improvement  in  living  conditions,  that  the  public  are,  to  a  great  exteat,  able  to  help  themselves 
in  this  direction. 

Infestations  by  rodents  dealt  with  by  the  department  remained  comparatively  low  although, 
as  can  be  seen  from  the  statistics,  many  minor  infestations  were  dealt  with. 

The  fact  that  the  Corporation  offers  a  free  service  to  householders  and  a  reasonably 
charged  service  to  business  properties,  together  with  the  expeditious  manner  in  which  the  depart¬ 
ment  carries  out  the  necessary  disinfestation  is  responsible  for  this  good  state  of  affairs. 

Aq  reported  in  previous  Annual  Reports  another  major  factor  in  maintaining  the  low 
incidence  of  rodent  infestation  is  the  fact  that  the  sewers  are  mainly  of  small  bore  running  fairly 
full  with  a  good  gradient,  factors  which  mitigate  against  the  breeding  and  survival  of  rodents 

in  the  public  sewers. 

An  Act  which  came  into  operation  durina  the  year  and  affected  this  department  was  the 
Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act, 1963.  This  requires  the  licensing  of  all  premises  where  domestic 
animals  areiioarded  for  profit.  Before  licences  were  issued  all  such  properties  were  inspected 
and  brought  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Act. 
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CLEAN  AIR 


In  conformity  with  the  general  trend  throughout  the  country  the  public  are  becoming 
increasingly  aware  <rf  the  value  of  an  unpolluted  atmosphere  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  the 
increasing  number  of  callers  tu  the  Office  enquiring  in  this  connection. 

As  referred  to  earlier,  the  Council  was  faced  with  the  many  difficulties  in  securing 
to  implement  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1956.  Nevertheless  seme  progress  was 
made  and  confirmation  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  of  the 
Valley  Road,  Pudsey,  Smoke  Control  Order  No. 3,  1963.  This  Order  cover's  an  area  of  191,8 
acres  and  includes  379  premises  amd  comes  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1964.  On  receipt 
of  this  confirmation  the  necessary  administrative  measures  were  taken  to  secure  the  conversion 
of  heating  appliances  in  this  particular  area. 

A  campaign  to  publicise  the  work  of  local  authorities  was  sponsored  by  the  West  Riding 
Clean  Air  Committee  and  every  local  authority  constituent  member  was  asked  to  participate.  A 
mobile  exhibition  was  staged  in  Pudsey  on  the  26th,  28th  and  29th  October  and  attracted  a  great 
deal  of  interest.  The  Exhibition  was  opened  by  His  Worship,  the  Mayor,  Alderman  F. Ambler, 

J.P. 

The  domestic  smoke  control  programme  for  the  period  1963  to  1966  was  considered  in 
detail  by  the  Committee  towards  the  end  of  the  year  but  due  to  the  Imminent  problems  already 
referred  to  no  final  decision  was  made  thereon. 

The  usual  vigllence  was  exercised  in  connection  with  industrial  premises  and  several 
offences  were  recorded  and  reported  to  the  Committee. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  nany  of  tne  industrial  concerns  in  the  borough  have 
altered  their  fuel  burring  equipment  so  as  to  comply  in  full  with  the  provisions  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act  and  in  doing  so  have  spent  considerable  sums  of  money.  As  stated  in  my  report  of  last 
year  the  provision  of  modem  squipmen^,  although  rjxoeraiws  as  a  capital  charge,  can  be  considered 
a  long  term  economy  in  the  reduction  of  fuel  costs. 

i  would  refer  to  the  co-ODeratle;-;  with  the  Department  of  Scie.Tifie  and  industrial 
Research  in  the  measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  in  Pudsey.  The  four  measuring  stations 
situated  at  5,  Manor  House  Street,  Pudsey,  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  Chapel  Street,  Calverley, 
Farfield  House,  Parsley,  and  'SouthvillV,  Senfleld,  Sta;-r>i  gley,  were  visited  six  days  per  week 
for  this  purpose.  The  enclosed  diagram:  gives  an  Indication  of  the  extant  of  the  pollution 
and  the  fact  that  the  heaviest  poT.tttiOR  Is  ill  the  winter  mouths  suggests  that  the  major  effect 
is  eaused  by  domestic  firss  burning  bituminous  coals.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


Once  again  I  can  report  the  position  In  the  borough  can  be  considered  as  highly 
satisfactory.  The  awareness  and  demands  of  the  general  public  in  regard  to  food  hygiene  in 
shops,  together  with  the  routine  inspections  carried  out  by  the  inspectorial  staff  have 
produced  very  good  results.  Food  trader  have  co-operated  splendidly  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  the  provision  of  ref ■igerated  couriers  a.l;d  other  facilities  for  the  storage  of  food¬ 
stuffs  which  were  previously  exposes  for  safe  on  an  open  counter. 

120  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  retailers  In  the  district  and  all  were  examined 
biologically  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  The  axaralnations  for  keeping  quality, 
for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  and  other  bacteria  were  carried  out  as  a  routine  measure  and 
the  results  could  be  considerad  satisfactory. 

Again  some  difficulties  were  experienced  in  controlling  supplies  of  milk  from  farm 
premises  where  milk  samples  had  shown  the  presence  of  Brucella  abortus.  Detailed  Investiga¬ 
tion  and  individual  sampling  of  milking  cows  at  such  premises  was  made  in  order  to  Isolate  the 
affected  animals,  such  affected  animals  being  subsequently  withdrawn  from  the  milking  herds. 

The  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk  is  now  becoming  a  rarity  thanks  to  the  methods  adopted 
ib  regard  to  pasteurisation  and  control  o*  m*lk  supplies. 

Several  complaints  wera  made  In  respect  of  unsound  food  and  the  necessary  investf gations 
were  carried  out.  Warnings  were  issued  by  the  Town  Clerk  in  this  connection  and  no  proceedings 
were  instituted. 

Although  no  slaughtering  of  anima's  took  place  in  toe  borough  during  the  year  all  the 
District  Public  Hea'ith  Snspactora  attended  Refresher  Courses  In  Meat  inspection  with  a  view  to 
keeping  up  to  date  on  currant  procedure. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  department  coni! .,acd  o  provide  in  asrpe*-//  satlcriactory  service  of  refuse  collection 
to  the  residents  of  the  borough.  With  el  nor  msomp  lavs  a  f1**e  day  collection  was  in  [being 

throughout  the  year. 

The  labour  position  was  a:  Improvement  on  recent  years  and,  a'1  though  difficulties  were 
experienced  at  times  due  to  shortage  of  suitable  ivboiir,  or:  the  whole  the  commitments  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  were  fully  covered. 

During  the  year  a  total  5090  «a?>  not-ra  Lb 06  days)  y-s  lost  due  to  sickness  and  absenteeism. 

An  award  made  to  the  workmen  during  the  year  inct’eased  the  rates  of  pay  and  also  provided 
additional  holidays  which  added  to  the  costs  and  prablems  of  the  department. 

improvements  effected  at  the  depot  •'ncludud  an  Improved  water-  supply  and  the  provision  of 
an  open  shed  for  the  storage  of  trailers. 

The  provision  of  a  suitable  canteen  a, id  foreman’s  office  was  under  consideration  towards 
the  end  o*  the  year  and  steps  were  taken  to  secure  the  adaptation  of  No.  25  Greenside  (adjoining 
the  depot)  for  this  purpose. 

The  department  had  a  setback  during  the  year  1?  its  plans  for  the  acquisition  of  land 
surrounding  the  depot  for  the  ultimate  provision  of  a  la  ger  ad  more  adequate  depot  and  works. 
Planning  permission  tor-  this  development  could  not  b-  obtained  out  fortunately  the  Committee  was 
offered  some  acres  of  ’and  on  the  Industrial  radi r.g  Estate  off  Rlchardmhaw  Lane  for  this 
purpose.  This  was  accepted  by  the  Comuritei  and  earmarked  for  future  development. 
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Additional  land  was  acquired  adjoining  Upperaoor  Quarries  for  tipping  purposes  and  this 
land  should  prove  of  qreat  value  to  the  department  in  its  activities. 

Negotiations  took  place  during  the  year  for  the  acquisition  of  a  strip  of  land  off  New 
Occupation  Lane  to  provide  a  suitable  access  road  to  the  tipping  site  at  Uppermoor  Quarries. 

When  this  is  acquired  and  the  road  constructed  this  should  considerably  ease  the  difficulties 
of  the  department  as  the  present  access  at  the  lowest  point  of  the  tipping  site  is  most  unsuitable 

and  difficult. 

An  additional  vehicle,  an  S.  £  0.  Fore  &  Aft.  Tipper  of  18/25  cu.yds.  capacity  was  put  , 
into  operation  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  INIs  vehicle  was  fitted  with  a  compression  plate 
and  proved  a  valuable  addition  to  the  fleet. 

The  collection  rounds  were  slightly  adjusted  in  view  of  the  increased  capacity  of  thid 

particular  vehicle. 

Additional  mechanical  equipment  was  provided  at  the  tipping  site  and  in  September  a  JCB 
loading  shovel  was  purchased  and  put  to  use.  This  again  proved  its  worth  in  the  few  weeks  it 
could  be  observed  during  the  year*.  !t  was  possible  to  effectually  control  all  refuse  brought 
to  the  tip  and  the  provision  of  covering  material  from  the  old  portion  of  the  tip  was  easily 
obtained  with  this  piece  of  equipment. 

in  the  Annual  Costing  Returns  for  the  Refuse  Collection  ar/d  Disposal  Service  for  the 
year  1960/61  it  was  shown  that  the  cost  of  operating  this  service  la  Budsey  compared  more  than 
favourably  with  surrounding  local  authorities.  With  the  total  income  from  salvage  reaching  the 
figure  of  £4,254  the  collection  costs  were  40/8d.  per  ton  and  the  credit  balance  of  3/3d.  per  ton 
was  obtained  from  the  disposal,  making  the  total  cost  per  ton  for  collection  and  disposal  37/5d, 

A  total  gross  expenditure  on  collection  was  £23,117  and  or  disposal  was  £2,484. 

In  this  year,  1963,  there  was  a  recession  in  the  waste  paper  Market  although  some  recovery 
was  noticeable  towards  the  middle  of  the  year.  The  figures  and  details  of  this  service  are  shown 
more  fully  in  a  later  portion  of  this  report. 

The  pilot  scheme  for  the  collection  of  refuse  by  the  pap-jr  sack  method  in  the  Troydale 
area  proved  very  satisfactory  and  the  Committee  recommended  the  Housing  Committee  to  extend  this 

scheme  to  other  Corporation  estates. 

The  disposal  of  loose  tins  proved  a  problem  for  the  department  and  it  was  found  that  in 
general  it  was  necessary  to  dispose  of  them  in  the  controlled  tip.  it  was  not  possible  to  obtain 
and  erect  a  tin  baling  press  at  the  depot  owing  to  planning  restri ctions.  You  will  recollect  that 
an  amount  to  cover  this  equipment  was  included  in  the  Estimates. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Once  again  I  have  to  report  extensive  damage  to  public  conveniences  throughout  the 
borough.  Vandalism  of  this  kind  appears  to  be  rife  throughout  the  country  and  it  is  difficult 
to  suggest  measures  to  prevent  it. 

Extensive  damage  was  done  to  the  public  convenienses  in  Hainsworth  Park,  Parsley,  and  as 
a  result  plans  were  prepared  for  the  provision  of  a  new  block  of  conveniences  which  were  to  be 
constructed  of  materials  as  near  foolproof  as  possible. 

Investigations  were  also  made  into  the  possibility  of  providing  blocks  of  conveniences 
in  Town  Street,  Farsley,  and  at  Rodley. 
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A  new  block  of  conveniences  constructed  by  the  Parks  Committee  in  West  Royd,  Farsley, 
were  handed  over  to  the  department  for  general  maintenance  and  supervision. 

The  only  additional  matter  of  special  mention  was  three  outbreaks  of  Swine  Fever  which 
occurred  in  the  borough  on  the  16th  and  29th  April  and  11th  October  respectively.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  co-operated  with  the  West  Riding  County  Police  in  the  necessary  preventive  measures 
including  the  disposal  of  carcases  and  the  disinfection  of  premises. 

Finally,  in  general,  I  consider  that  the  work  of  the  department  has  been  maintained  at  a 
high  level  by  routine  inspections  and  regular  supervision  of  services  provided  by  the  department.

Prior  notice  of  the  discharge  of  sate  mi ty  cases  from  the  Maternity  Units  under 
the  control  of  the  Ilk  ley  and  OtTey  Hospital  Management  Committee  is  sent  direct  to  the 
Divisional  Public  Health  Office,  thus  enabling  immediate  folio; -up  by  the  midwife  or  health 
visitor,  as  appropriate,  to  be  arranged. 


4.  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

Prior  to  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  ante-natal  care  was 
mainly  provided  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  of  local  authorities.  Now  an  increasing  number  of 
general  practitioners  are  providing  ante-natal  care  for  their  booked  patients  under  the 
Maternity  Medical  Service  of  the  National  Health  Service  and  more  women  are  seeking  a  bed 

in  hospital.

Dental  Treatment  of  Expectant  Mothers 

Facilities  are  available  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  to  receive  priority 
dental  treatment  through  the  County  Council’s  Scheme  either  at  the  County  Dental  Clinic 
at  Pudsey,  Horsforth  and  Slkley,  or  from  thair  ovn  dentist.  The  services  of  a 
private  dental  practitioner  can,  however,  only  be  utilised  under  the  scheme  when  it 
is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  patient  to  attend  a  County  Dental  Clinic.  Under  the 
scheme  all  treatment,  including  the  provision  of  dentures,  is  entirely  free.  Dental 
treatment  for  nursing  mothers  under  the  County  Scheme  extands  up  to  twelve  months  after 
confinement. 

With  effect  from  the  15th  May,  1961,  the  N.H.S.  Dental  Service  undertook  provision 
of  free  dentures  to  the  expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  thus  providing  a  service  identical 
with  the  County  Scheme.  This  causes  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  number  of  applications 
for  dental  treatment  through  the  Clinic  Service.

Special i  equipment  for  use  in  the  nursing  of  premature  baDies  at  hose  is  stationed 
at  the  Pudsey  (Ifestreyd,  Parsley,)  Ambulance  Depot  and  at  Henston  (Buckle  Lane)  Ambulance  Depot, 
free  which  it  can  be  delivered  to  a  hose  at  any  time  day  or  night,  at  the  request  of  a  doctor 
or  sidwife. 


Provision  is  sade  on  the  notification  of  birth  card  for  the  birth  weight  of  the 
infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it  is  5$-lbs.  or  less,  the  infant  is  considered  to  be  presature. 

There  were  99  presature  babies  born  alive  JurinQ  the  year,  of  which  91  survived 
over  28  days,  giving  a  survival  rate  of  91^  for  the  Division  compared  with  87^  in  1962.

3.  Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children  who  come  to 
the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  to  Qive  any  necessary  help  and  advice.  Effective 
co-operation  exists  between  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office  and  the  various  statutory 
and  voluntary  bodies  vho  may  be  concerned  in  dealing  with  the  many  social  problems  which  those 
cases  frequently  present. 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility  within  prescribed  lieits  for 
unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Homes  established  for  their  care  by  voluntary  bodies  or  other 
authorities,  as  the  authority  itself  has  no  such  provision.

■ethers  and  young  children  under  five  years,  and  altheuqh  this  still  continues  te  be  an 
iipertant  part  of  her  work,  she  is  now  also  concerned,  as  health  teacher  and  faiily  adviser, 
with  the  promotion  of  health  within  the  whole  faeily.  This  extension  of  her  work  is 
reflected  in  the  nueber  ef  other  visits  Bade  by  the  health  visiters. 

Durinq  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in  the  Division  for  health 
visiter  students,  who  were  taking  the  course  ef  training  arranged  jointly  by  Local  Health 
Authorities  and  the  University  ef  Leeds,  for  the  Haalth  Visitors'  Certificate.

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HOME  NURSING 


The  work  undertaken  by  the  Heae  Nursing  Service  continues  to  be  very  heavy.  The 
Service  has,  however.,  by  enabling  nore  patients  to  be  nursed  at  heae  and  by  Baking  possible 
the  early  discharge  of  patients  free  hospitals,  fulfilled  an  urgent  need  by  relieving  the 
pressure  an  hospital  accommodation. 

The  nuaber  of  cases  attended  during  the  year  was  1613. 

The  practice  whereby  extensive  use  is  made  of  the  hooe  nurses  by  general  practitioners 
for  the  giving  of  injections  is  still  considerable  and  visits  Bade  by  the  nurses  for  this  purpose 
only  continues  at  a  very  high  level. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with  general  practitioners  and  the 
various  hospitals  in  elation  to  this  service. 

Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment  for  loan  to  patients  who  are 
being  nursed  at  hooe.  Large  articles  of  equipment,  such  as  wheel-chairs,  etc.  are  stored 
in  the  Divisions  and  are  available  for  loan  to  patients  as  required.

TUBERCULOSiS 

There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  Health  Department. 
Under  the  agreement  reached  between  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Council 
the  Chest  Physicians  employed  full-time  by  the  Board  undertake  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council 
certain  specified  duties  In  relation  to  the  care,  after-care  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

Tuberculous  patients  In  the  Division  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor  for  the  area  in 
which  they  reside. 

A  more  realistic  appraisal  is  now  made  of  the  patients  before  extra  nourishment  is 
recommended  and  the  number  still  receiving  free  milk  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  12. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  -  Contacts 

124  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Division  were  vaccinated  by  the 
Chest  Physicians  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  curing  the  year. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  -  13-year  old  school  children 

B.C.G.  vaccination  continues  to  be  available  to  the  13-year  old  school  children  so  that 
these  may  be  giver  opportunity  of  Immunisation  against  tuberculosis  before  they  leave  school 
and  come  into  contact  with  the  mass  of  the  general  public  when  risk  of  infection  is  greater.

COMPREHENSIVE  TRAINING  CENTRE  1963 


There  were  sixty  patients  on  the  register  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  January 
the  special  care  unit  opened  and  the  admission  ef  six  seriously  handicapped  children  together 
with  other  admissions  and  discharges  brought  the  total  en  register  to  sixty-four  at  the  year  end. 

Attendance  was  on  the  average  8$ 

The  kitchen  was  enlarged  during  the  year  and  the  first  mnal  was  cooked  and  served  on 
the  30th  December. 

Contract  work  has  been  undertaken  for  the  County  Supplies  Department  and  two  local 
firms.  More  contracts  were  in  process  of  negotiation  at  the  year  end.  Work  sold  afier  display 
at  sales  of  werk  also  attracted  repeat  orders  from  private  individuals. 

Normal  training  activities  have  continued  and  visits  were  arranged  to  a  telephone 
exhibition,  a  modern  dairy,  church,  and  entertainments  for  which  seats  were  donated. 

The  parent  association,  one  organisation  for  both  centres, conti nues  its  activities 
and  has  made  useful  gifts  after  consultation  with  the  supervisor.  Those  include  an  internal 
telephene  Installation,  a  cine  camera,  projector  and  screen  and  a  tape  recorder. 

Other  organisations  such  as  W.V.S.  and  Round  Table  also  take  an  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  centre.  Ministers  of  rs'igion  have  paid  visits.  Visits  by  central  office  staff  have 

been  much  more  frequent  in  consequence  of  industrial  activities.  Efforts  were  continued  to 
secure  transfer  of  patients  to  employment  elsewhere  and  three  adult  females  were  successfully 

placed. 

The  usual  popular  functions  have  been  held,  Summer  fair,  Harvest  festival,  Christmas 
Carol  Service. 

The  Parent  Teacher  Association  visited  Mganwood  Park  hospital  by  invitation  of  the 
Assistant  Medical  Super! ntendent. 
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MENTAL  HEALTH  -  1963 


The  Mental  Hea1th  Act  1959  repealed  previous  legislation  on  lunacy  and  mental 
treatment  and  alsa  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  which  embodied  procedure  relating  to  hospital 
admission.  Measures  in  this  new  legislation  were  based,  broadly  speaking,  on  advances  in 
treatment  and  on  the  fact  that  patients  sought  advice  earlier  in  the  course  of  mental  disturb¬ 
ance, with  consequent  reduced  need  for  long-stay  accommodation.  Those  trends  had  come  to 
mean  that  there  had  to  be  development  and  txpansien  of  domiciliary  and  community  mental 
health  services. 

As  a  major  direct  result  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  now  widely  active  in 
pre-care,  advice,  and  after-care,  as  distinct  from  purely  arranging  admissions  to  hospital. 

A  closer  relationship  between  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  Training  Centre  Staff 
has  helped  further  toward  a  comprehensive  service. 

Farsi ey  After-Care  Clinic 

This  clinic  commenced  in  October,  1961,  is  held  weekly  in  Farfleld  House  on 
Monday  afternoons.  Those  seen  by  Dr  H.B. Milne,  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist,  are  patients 
normally  discharged  from  High  Reyds  Hospital,  but  there  are  a  few  who  have  previously  been  under 

care  and  are  referred  for  epinior.  Experience  has  justified  this  venture  in  a  facet  of  our 

community  services. 

During  the  year  fourteen  sessions  have  been  held  and  it  is  hoped  to  hold  these 

at  four-weekly  intervals  during  the  forthcoming  year.  Sane  189  appoincaeats  have  given  a  high 

average  attendance.  The  advantage  to  the  patient  of  having  a  locally  based  clinic  is  obvious 
as  well  a3  giving  the  Consultant  regular  opportunity  to  assess  a  patient's  progress.  Variation 
in  treatment  or  needful  arrangement  with  other  local  authority  service  can  be  dealt  with  quickly. 

Scalebor  Park  Area 

The  idea  of  a  Psychiatric  Club  ia  the  TS'kley  area  began  to  take  shape  and  plans 
were  formulated  to  start  a  club  early  in  1964. 

The  liaison  between  the  officers  and  hospital  consultants  built  up  to  the  extent 
of  case  work  by  the  officer  beinq  virtually  continued  whilst  ine  patient  was  in  hospital. 

People  were  helped  into  employment  and  furthermore  supported  while  working.  A  nucleus  of 
understanding  and  sympathetic  empleyers  was  formed, and  officers  found  that  employers  were  happy 
to  co-operate  to  the  degree  of  regularly  checking  on  environment,  medication,  and  other  details 
contributory  to  recovery.  in  the  Scalebor  Park  area  many  people  were  not  only  placed  in 
employment,  but  rehabilitated  into  suitable  lodgings  and  residential  care.

YOUTH  EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE 


Very  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Youth  Employment  Officers  regarding 
children  leaving  school  who  are  medically  unfit  to  follow  certain  types  of  occupation  when 
necessary  arrangements  are  made  for  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  Paediatrician  to  be  present 
at  the  Youth  Employment  Officer’s  Interviews  with  the  parents  of  these  children. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 

The  County  Council's  Byelaws  require  that  where  a  child  of  compulsory  school  age  is 
employed  there  shall  within  fourteen  days  from  the  date  when  the  employment  began  be  produced 
to  and  endorsed  by  the  employer  a  certificate  from  the  School  Medical  Officer  that  such  employ¬ 
ment  will  net  be  prejudicial  to  his  health  or  physical  development  and  will  net  render  him 
unfit  te  obtain  proper  benefit  from  his  education.  170  children  were  medically  examined  for 
this  purpose  during  the  year. 

31  children  were  also  examined  as  to  their  fitness  to  take  part  in  entertainment 
under  the  provisions  of  tne  Children  and  Yeung  Persons  Act,  1933.

AUDIOLOGY  CLINIC 


A  Specialist  Audiology  Clinic  is  held  monthly  in  Horsforth  at  the  premises 

in  Church  Road. 

During  the  year  38  individual  children  were  referred.  Of  these  15  were 
feund  to  have  significant  hearing  less. 

3  children  were  recommended  to  have  hearing  aids,  4  to  sit  in  a  favourable 
position  in  school  class,  3  te  have  speech  therapy  and  1  of  the  children  was  recommended  to  have 
tonsillectomy,  and  4  were  te  be  referred  back  frem  time  to  time. 
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
